FINANCIAL REPORTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibits A & H) 
Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years ended 
December 31, 1944-1945, and December 31, 1945-1946, are 
presented in Exhibits A and H, respectively. As indicated 
therein the Surplus decreased $31,342.94 during 1945. In

An examination was made of all orders issued by the oat ee 
Commissioners and Clerks of the Superior Court during the sige 
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periods under review. Supporting invoices and payrolls were 
likewise examined and the classification of expenditures 
noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of December 31, 
1946, is indicated in Exhibit L-1. 


CLERKS OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerks of the 
Superior Court of Rockingham County were examined. 
Court receipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, 
and found to be properly recorded. Court orders issued by 
the Clerks were supported by invoices, vouchers and payrolls 
bearing the approval of a Superior Court Justice. 


CouNTY FARM AND HosPITAL 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm® and the Mitchell Memorial Hospital were 
examined. Receipts of the Farm and Hospital were checked 
by source through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts, 
as recorded in the cash book, were properly accounted for 
by the Superintendent through deposits in the bank to the 
credit of the County Treasurer’s account. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of the 
County Institutions for the years .1945 and 1946 are pre- 
sented in Exhibits F and M, respectively. 


BONDED INDEBTEDNESS 


The bonded debt of the County, as of December 31, 1946, 
amounted to $212,000.00. A statement of bonded indebted- 


ness showing annual maturities of principal and interest, is 
included in Exhibit O. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


The Treasurer reports to the Commissioners’ office 
‘monthly the total amount of payments made by him for 
various purposes, i.e., County Farm and Hospital, Superior 
Court, etc. The serial numbers of each group of checks, as 
well as the total amount, should be reported to the Com- 
missioners and this information included in their records. 
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Cancelled checks which are returned to the County office 
should be arranged according to the various banks and in 
numerical order before being filed away. 

It was recommended that a record of accounts payable 
be added to the accounting system now in use at the County 
Institution. This would complete the system which has been 
established and which has proved to be very satisfactory. 


CoNCLUSION 


The accounts and records of all county officials which 
were examined were found in good condition and the 
accounting procedure, with exceptions as noted, conformed 
to the standard procedure prescribed by this Division. 

In conformarnte with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, a copy of this report or a summary of its 
essential features should be published in the next annual 
report of the County. This letter of transmittal should be 
included in its entirety. The publication of exhibits is 
optional.

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SHERIFF’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners for the 
County of Rockingham: 


We started off the year of 1947 with a new County 
Solicitor, Mr. Wyman P. Boynton of Portsmouth. Mr. 
Boynton has had a very busy year as criminal cases investi- 
gated by your Sheriffs’ department has jumped from 642 
cases in 1946, to 681 cases in 1947, an increase of slightly 
over six per cent. I am informed by the State Police and 
the New Hampshire Automobile Inspectors, that motor 
vehicle violations within Rockingham County have also 
increased, which together with the complaints that have 
come to the Solicitor’s attention from the local Police 
Departments have all helped to make it a busy year for 
Mr. Boynton and all law enforcement officers within your 
county. Mr. Boynton has a lot of enthusiasm and I wish to 
thank him for his untiring efforts in his help to my depart- 


- «nent, 


There has been excellent co-operation among law enforce- 
ment officers within your county. The New Hampshire 
automobile inspectors under Mr. Kenneth E. Goldsmith and 
the State Police in this section under Sergeant John J. 
Marchand accomplished wonderful work during the fire 
emergency last fall and on many other occasions, and I 
wish to repeat that through full co-operation of all law 
enforcement agencies the most can be accomplished, and we 
wish for this cooperation from the smallest of our town 
departments right up through our State Police Depart- 
ment. We have appreciated your help and support in the 
past and we wish to be able to return it to you with interest, 
by being ever at your service in the year ahead. 

The County Commissioners of our County have taken 
the work of reconditioning the County Jail at Portsmouth 
along in a most satisfactory manner. They have been very 
careful even with the high costs of labor and materials, not 








iw. 
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to exceed the appropriation for the remodeling of the Jail 
to any marked extent. They have preferred to keep the 
budget committee of the County delegation informed so they 
might make the decisions, with the result that a most excel- 
lent job so far as the plumbing is concerned has been more 
than two-thirds completed at this time. 


Through the use of the new waiver law, I have been 
able to save the county some over three thousand dollars 
during the last year. Two thousand two hundred eighty-one 
dollars and sixty-five cents was spent for the board of 
prisoners with one outstanding bill of nine hundred and 
thirty-three dollars at the end of the year. An appropriation 
of $6,500.00 for the board and care of prisoners plus the 
amount appropriated for the running of the Jail had it been 
completed, had been made by your budget committee. As 
explained in part, at the time of my last report, a prisoner 
who is bound over from a Municipal Court can waive action 
by the Grand Jury, providing he is willing to plead guilty 
to the charges brought against him. His case is then dis- 
posed of whenever it is possible to have a Superior Court 
Justice hold a session of Court. During the past year nine- 
teen prisoners availed themselves of this opportunity in our 
County. In some cases prisoners spent less than two weeks 
Budget Committee that the Jail should be completed at the 
in Jail, whereas under the older system of bound over cases 
they would have spent from one to five months in Jail 
awaiting the regular session of Superior Court to convene. 
Your Sheriffs’ department has advised many of these pris- 
oners brought in, especially for the first time, to avail them- 
selves of this privilege. This has been a considerable saving 
to the County and in some instances has also returned to 
the community men, who having paid the penalty for their 
crime, are now willing to become law abiding citizens, again 
supporting themselves and their families. At the time the 
County Officers met with your Budget Committee at the 
County Home in Brentwood this matter was explained in 
detail and it was the opinion of most of the members of the 
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earliest possible date, but if the present arrangement could 
be continued with Hillsborough County, and as large a per- — 
centage of the prisoners decided to waive during the present 
year as have during the past two years, the County might 
still gain by boarding the prisoners in Hillsborough County 
until fuel prices dropped and conditions improved. Owing 
to the fact that the prisoners were kept in Hillsborough 
County for the whole year, we also have the sum of twenty- 
three hundred dollars which was appropriated for Jail 
equipment, office supplies, etc., still unexpended and held 
in reserve until such time as it is deemed best to re-open the 
Portsmouth Jail. 


Contrary to that which was printed in the Manchester 
Union a few months ago, the Portsmouth Jail will be one 
of the most sanitary, comfortable, well ventilated and best — 
Jails in the State, when reconditioned according to the 
present plans of the Rockingham County Delegation and 
the County Commissioners. 


Rockingham County during the Fall term of Court was 
the first County in the State to have a woman jury-woman 
serve on both civil and criminal cases. Only slight changes 
had to be made at the Exeter Court House to accommo- 
date the lady jurors and the Commissioners have assured 
me that the necessary changes will be made at Portsmouth 
before the April term opens, so we may be able to make 
it comfortable for those why may be drawn to serve on 
jury duty. 


Much was accomplished at our two terms of Superior 
Court in 1947, as both Judges Leahy and Wescott are real 
workers and we enjoyed working with them. We are now 
looking forward to the April term in Portsmouth when we 
will have our own. Superior Court Justice, Stephen M. 
Wheeler, with us. Court work was also facilitated by the 
efficient work of our Clerk of Court, Arthur J. Call, Jr., and 
the fine co-operation and efforts of our efficient Probation 
Officers, Philip Caswell and Donald Sweeney. 
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We have appreciated the co-operation given us by the 
County Commissioners and all other County Officers during 
the past year. Superintendent and Mrs. George Hilton have 
on several occasions been of wonderful assistance in hold- 
ing our bound*over cases until transportation could be 
arranged, and in caring for children and dependents until 
such time as their cases could be disposed of. Our Municipal 
Court Judges have furnished wonderful service and we 
appreciate their patience and consideration which has been 
given to every case brought before them. 


We have a large County reaching from the seacoast to 
the town line in Epsom, to Manchester, to Pelham and 
along the Massachusetts line to the seacoast and along the 
coast to the State of Maine, the County being composed of 
thirty-six towns and the city of Portsmouth. For years it 
has been considered that Portsmouth and the towns of 
Derry, Salem, Exeter and Hampton had organized Police 
Departments and although we were always glad to be of 
assistance to them, and have been on many occasions, we 
have refrained from going into these towns unless called 
by the Chief of these town or by the City Marshal in the 
City of Portsmouth. The reason for mentioning this at this 
time is that we realize that all of these places have grown 
and that the Police Departments have not been enlarged 
in comparison to their growth in population. The use of the 
automobile has brought into these centers a large percentage 
of the population from the surrounding towns, therefore on 
many occasions doubling and tripling the duties of the 
Police Departments in these five busy centers. I want to 
make it clear again that my department does not intend 
to go over the heads of these officials, but that we are willing 
to be of assistance at any time to the police in any town 
or city in our County, regardless of what the case may be 
or “where the chips may fall.” | 
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T wish at this time to thank all city and town aficlae and 
my Deputies for all assistance rendered me during the past 
year and I ask for the continued assistance of all officers 
and the PY in the year ahead. aes

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SOLICITOR’S REPORT 


The volume of work connected with the office of County 
Solicitor is considerably greater than the average citizen 
realizes. During the past year the Solicitor has been con- 
cerned with ‘something over two hundred different matters. 
Many of these were cleared up through the eleven municipal 
courts in the county, the solicitor having been called upon 
to attend to matters in each of them during the year; and 
some without recourse to the courts where insufficient 
evidence had been found. | 

The primary responsibility of the solicitor is to prosecute 
offenses in the superior court of the county. It was thought 
it would be too burdensome in this report to give a sum- 
mary of each case completed in Superior Court during the 
year, but a table is annexed showing the disposition of 
them. This table gives the number of individuals concerned, 
and not the number of offenses charged as in many instances 
an individual was charged with, or known to have com- 
mitted several separate and distinct offenses. 


This tabulation does not include any cases cleared up 


in the municipal courts or any cases still pending in the 


Superior Court, at the end of the year. (The cases of ten 
individuals have been disposed of since the first of 1948, 
but these figures are not included in this report.) 


Of the fifty-nine individuals charged with criminal 
offenses, ten were sent to the Rockingham County House 
of Correction, eighteen to State Prison, and one turned 
over to the Massachusetts authorities. Most of the twenty- 
one placed on probation were first offenders of compara- 
tively youthful age, whom it was considered could be re- 
habilitated to better advantage outside of a penal institu- 
tion. Seventeen of the nineteen motor vehicle violations 
were appeals from municipal courts, as were four of the 
criminal cases. During the year three cases of operating 
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under the influence were tried before a jury, resulting in 
two convictions and one acquittal. 

In the case of State vs. Leon O. Ellard, a prosecution 
for embezzlement, the solicitor was ably assisted by Mr. 
Gordon Tiffany, Assistant Attorney General, and the trial 
resulted in a verdict of guilty which the defendant has 
appealed to the Supreme Court. The defendants in the 
other case tried, changed their pleas to guilty after three 
days of trial. 

It has been the practice of this office, during the year, 
to investigate all cases of automobile accidents in which 
a fatality has resulted. This has meant considerable work 
but must be done to determine whether the driver has 
or has not any criminal responsibility for the resulting 
death. During the year of the sixteen such cases examined, 
twelve have been disposed of, ten of them by a finding 
of no criminal recklessness, and two by completion of 
criminal proceedings, leaving four now pending, either in 
Superior Court or bound over awaiting action by the 
Grand Jury. 

During the year the solicitor has been called upon to 
furnish several opinions to your Commissioners, to repre- 
sent the County in one action involving construction of 
a will making a bequest to the county, and to give assist- 
ance to not only the Sheriff’s department but also the 
State Police, the Fish and Game Department, the Depart- 
ment of Health, the Department of Agriculture, the 
Department of Public Welfare, and the New Hampshire 
Probation Department in the enforcement of the laws of 
the, States 

Your solicitor wishes to express his appreciation to the 
Attorney General and the Assistant Attorney General for 
their aid and counsel, and to the Sheriff and his deputies, 
the State Police and the various Chiefs of Police in the 
County who have so ably conducted investigations of the

Under 1947 Projects: 


The rural communities concentrated their interest and 
efforts on: 


1. Food: Freezing, canning, meal planning, school lunches 
and health activities. 


2. Clothing: Dress finishes, dressmaking, pattern alteration, 
remodeling, new fabrics and finishes, tailoring, and gift 
suggestions. 


3. Home Management: Care and selection of home equip- 
ment, refinishing, upholstering, slip covering, reseating, 
kitchen planning and storage, housing, good lighting, 
sharpening scissors, care of sewing machines, money 
management, and Christmas decorations. 


Local leaders conducted the projects on Satisfying Sup- 
pers, Dress Finishes, Christmas Decorations, Refinishing, 
and Tying Springs. Much praise is due these women who 
attend the training schools and carry back to their groups 
the information received. The goal of the Extension Service 
is to have each community group have at least one activity 
in each field of food, clothing, and home management taught 
by trained leaders. Over 1946, there was a 35% increase 
in the number of meetings held by local leaders. The attend- 
ance increase was 74% at the above sessions. Organization 
is a slow process, but progress is being made. 


The Rockingham County Home Demonstration Advisory 
Council adopted its constitution and by-laws during the 
year. The members of the council were: Chairman, Mrs. 
Frank Kimball, Kensington; vice-chairman, Mrs. Clifton 
Philbrick, Rye; secretary, Mrs. Clarence Dickason, Chester ; 
Mrs. G. Newton Weeks, Mrs. Clifford Collins, Greenland; 
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Mrs. Howard Turner, Mrs. Ronald Sherburne, Salem 
Depot ; Mrs. Herbert Nugent, Mrs. Clinton Merrill, London- 
derry; Mrs. Ray Pike, Brentwood; and Mrs. Howard 
Moulton, Hampton Falls. The Council sponsored Camp 
Anita with 42 women present for the first encampment 
since the war. 

In 1947 many means of reaching people were tried— 
meetings, news articles, monthly circular letters, corre- 
spondence, office and telephone calls, fairs, exhibits, talks 
before other organizations, home visits, radio and bulletins. 
Fine cooperation was given by the public, newspapers, 
WHEB Radio Station, Granges, Women’s Clubs, Parent- 
Teacher organizations, Garden Clubs, schools, Farm Bureau, 
stores, utility companies, church and town officials, Univer- 
sity of New Hampshire, State Library, State Board of 
Health, Forestry and Recreation Commission, Production 
and Marketing Administration, and Deerfield and West 
Rockingham Fair Associations. 

Home Demonstration activities are available to any club 
or group of eight or more homemakers in Rockingham 
County. They can organize and hold meetings to carry on 
a project from the county program. Emphasis will be 
on “learning by doing.” |

There were 512 boys and 801 girls, or a total of 1,313 
members enrolled in 94 organized 4-H Clubs and 3 Older 
Youth Clubs and 8 Project Groups in 1947. These clubs 
were made possible through the efforts of 118 very fine and 
capable adult volunteer local leaders and 45 Junior Leaders. 
There were 84 women and 34 men, 28 older girls and 17 
older boys acting as leaders. 

Club secretaries reported 954 meetings held by these 
leaders.
